9. The effect of the proposals thus agreed upon, and now about to be introduced, will 
be as follows :—A new province will be created, with the status of a Lieutenant Governor- 
ship, igre. i the Chittagong, Dacca, and Rajshahi Divisions of Bengal, the district 
of Malda, the State of Hill Tipperah, and the present Chief Commissionership of Assam, 
Darjeeling will remain with Bengal. In order to maititain associations, which are highly 
valued in both areas, the province will be entitled Eastern Bengal and Assam. Its capital 
will be at Dacca, with subsidiary head-quarters at Chittagong. It will comprise an area of 
106,540 square miles and a haa: of 3' millions ; cf whom 18 millions are Muham- 
“madans and 12 millions Hindus. It will possess a Legislative Council, and a Board of 
Revenue of two Members, and the jurisdiction of the High Court of Calcutta is left undis- 
turbed. The existing province of Bengal, diminished by the surrender of these large 
territories on the east and of the five Hindi States of Chutia Nagpur, but increased by the 
acquisition of Sambalpur and the five Uriya States, before mentioned, will consist of 
141,580 square miles with a population of 54 milliovs, of whom 42 millions are Hindus and 
9 millions Muhammadans. In short, the territories now composing Bengal and Assam 
will be divided into two compact and self-contained inces, by far the largest consti- 
tuents of each of which will be homogeneous inc racter, and which will possess clearly 
renee boundaries and be equipped with the complete resources of an advanced admin- 
ration, 


8. The Governor General in Council is fully aware of the opposition which these pro- 

als have encountered, and has no desire to undervalue the sentiments upon which it has 
based. Ties of mutual association grow up so quickly and become so closely inter- 

_ Maced, that territorial redistribution can rarely be accomplished except at the cost of a 
‘distuption which is often painful and generally unpopular, Onthe other hand, when old 
connections are severed new ones almost immediately take their place, growing with a

The Government of {ndia have endeavoured throughout to act in accordance with 
this principle, and to it the majority of the modifications in the original plan are due. The 
grant to the new province of a Legislative Council and a Board of Revenue, and the re- 
tention of the jurisdiction of the High Court are instances of this desire ; and the Governor 
General in Council can confidently state that there is no. guarantee for ‘the good govern-. 
ment of the transferred populations which he has not been willing, if its merits. were 
satisfactorily demonstrated, to adopt. 

12. The result is the creation of a new province, founded upon that which is the secret. 
of all good administration, namely, the close contact—in so far as this is possible in areas. 
of great size—of the governors. with the governed. The welfare of the people will be 
more vigilantly safeguarded, and larger opportunities will open up before the educated. 
classes, when they are the nucleus of a powerful and self-contained administration, exclu- 
sively devoted to their interests, than when they have been either the appendage of an. 
overgrown and overworked province or the constituents of a relatively kward and 
arrested organisation. The change may be expected to raise the administrative standards, 
and to revive no sma!l portion of the former prosperity of Eastern Bengal, It will com- 
municate a much desired impetus to the hitherto retarded development of Assam, 

13. The Governor General in Council, in directing’that the necessary measures shall, 
now be taken to introduce the scheme, looks forward to the day, as not fer distant, when. 
not merely will the new province of Eastern bengal and Assam have amply vindicated its, 
creation, as an administrative reform of the first importance, but when it will have acquired. 
a character and influence not inferior to those of any of the older Indian provinces, and. 
will have attracted to itself the spontaneous and devoted loyalty of its sons.

Draft rules. 


“- 4, No person shall-practise in any public place asa broker, measurer, or weigh- 
man without having previously obtained from the Cantonment authority a license authoris- 
ing him so to practise, and unless such license is still in force. In case of breach of 
this rule, the offender shall, on conviction before a Magistrate, be liable to a fine which 
may extend to Rs. 50. 


Licenses once granted, and not suspended or cancelled, may be renewed from year 
to year by the Secretary to the Cantonment Committee, subject to report of such renewal 
to the Cantonment authority.

No. 5484—4-10.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Indian 
Explosives Act, 1884 (IV of 1884), and in supersession of Government of India, Home 
ny pomerp Notification No. 1606-Public, dated the 31st July 1897, the Governor General 
in Council is pleased hereby to declare that,— 


1.—Picric acid when in process of manufacture shall (for whatever purpose used or 
manufactured) be deemed to be an explosive within the meaning of the said Act, subject 
to the following exception : 


(a) When the picric acid is mixed with not less than half its own weight of moisture 
in every process of manufacture, it shall be exempt from being deemed to be 
an explosive within the meaning of the said Act. 


I].—Picric acid when kept, conveyed, imported or sold shall (for whatever purpose 
used or manufactured) be deemed to be an explosive within the meaning of the said Act, 
subject to the following exceptions ; 


(a) Picric acid mixed with not less than half its own weight of water shall be 
exempt from being deemed to be an explosive within the meaning of the 
said Act. ’ 


(4) Picric acid which does not fall within the exemption (a), when the quantity does 
not exceed two thousand pounds in any one ship, boat, carriage, building or 
place, shall be exempt from being deemed to be an explosive within the 
meaning of the said Act ; provided that such picric acid is so kept and con- 
veyed as not to be liable, whether under the action of fire or otherwise, to 
come in contact with any substance specified in the schedule hereto or with 

_any fire or light capable of igniting such picric acid. 

Provided also that such picric acid when dry is so packed in a substantial barrel or 
case that the contents cannot escape ; and that no metal other than aluminium, or an alloy 
containing not less than ninety per centum of aluminium, is used in the construction of any 

"package containing such picric acid, and that each barrel or case is legibly marked “ Picric 

Acid’ 
Picric acid when not subject to the above exemptions must be packed and marked as 
laid down in the rules* relating to the packing 
*General Rules for Transport and Importation of explosives prescribed by the Government of

MILITARY PRISONS. 


No. 892.—In exercise of the power conferred by section 133 of the Army Act (44 and 
45 Vict., c, 58), the Governor-General.of India.in Council is pleased to make the following 
ene to the “Rules for the management and regulation of military prisons in 


Remission of part of sentence. 


116-A, Prisoners shall be eligible to-earn remission of part of their sentences under the 
following rules: 


(a). All prisoners who are toreturn to the colours at the expiration of their sentences, 
if undergoing sentences of twenty-eight days and upwards, shall be eligible to 
earn remission of part of their sentences by special industry and good conduct. 


(t) Remission so earned is not to: exceed one-sixth of the whole sentence, and is 
to be decreased proportionately with the number of times a prisoner has 
a convicted by Court Martial, e.g., twice, one-twelfth ; thrice, one-twenty- 
ourth. / 


(c) \Incorder to earn a remission: of sentence, a prisoner must earn five-sixths or 
eleven-twelfths, or twenty-three-twenty-fourths, as the case may be, of the total 
number of marks obtainable during the whole of his sentence, 


(d) Prisoners who are notto return to the colours at the expiration of their sentences, 
if undergoing sentences of eighty-four days and upwards, shall similarly 
be eligible to earn a remission of Dat of their sentences, by special industry 

e 


and good conduct as given in table below. 


(e) In order to earn a remission of sentence a prisoner, if undergoing a sentence from 
‘eighty-four days upwards, but not exceeding one year, must first earn 
seven-eighths of the total number of marks obtainable during the whole of his 
sentence ; and if undergoing a sentence exceeding 1 year, he must first obtain a 
total number of marks, calculated at eight a day for the first six calendar months, 
plus six:a day for the rest of the sentence. 


(f) A. prisoners, shall be. allotted: full. marks. for any, time spent. in the. guard-room 
or in hospital prior to commitment, and also for any day heis unable 
to work, provided that such detention or inability to work is not through his own

. EXTRACTS FROM THE CIVIL SERVICE REGULATIONS, 
Examination Leave of Absence. 


The following extracts from the Civil Service Regulations are given for the purpose 
of easy reference: 


279. In cases not specially provided for in this section permission to appear at an 
optional examination prescribed by Government in any of the oriental languages carries 
with it the grant of joining time (excluding the time allowed for preparation) to and from the 
place of examination, besides leave forthe day or days of examination. 


280. (2) A candidate for a reward by the higher standard in Arabic or high proficiency 
in Arabic or Persian, may be allowed either (i) leave for one month before the examination 
‘and, if he passes, for another month after it or (ii) if he undertakes to spend it, in study 
under professional tuition at a presidency town, the whole period of two months before the 
examination, 


(4) An officer who is a candidate for the degree of honour in Arabic or Persian may 
be allowed, instead of the leave for two months provided in clause (a), leave for four months 
to Persia for Persian, and for six months to Arabia, Mesopotamia, Egypt or Syria for 
Arabic, In the case of officers of the Political Department of the Government of India, 
this leave may be granted even when a are candidates only for the higher standard or 
high proficiency test in either of the two languages. 


(c) Privilege leave may not be granted in continuation of the month's leave after 
examination admissible under clause (a), but otherwise leave under this article may be 
combined with privilege leave, provided that privilege leave prefixed to leave under clause 
(4) must be spent in, or in travelling to, one of the countries mentioned in the clause, 


(d) An officer on leave under this erticle has a lien on his appointment substantive or 
officiating, and is entitled to leave allowances, as if he were on privilege leave, for an ag~ 
gregate maximum period of twelve months, ,

No. 961.—The Governor-General in Council is pleased to notify that, with effect from 
the date of this notification, the tollowing changes will be made in the organisation of, and 
in the conditions of admission to, the assistant surgeon branch of the Indian Subordinate 
Medical Department. 


2. The existing three presidential lists of military assistant surgeons will be amalga- 
mated and there will be one list for all general service purposes, except for promotion to 
the senior grades ; 1.¢., the names of assistant surgeons now in the service will be placed in 
one combined list for all India in the same grades as those in which they now appear, the 
order of seniority in accordance with the date of their appointment thereto being retained. 
They will henceforth be liable to all the conditions generally attached to a unified service, 
but for purposes of promotion to the senior grades no change will be made in the existing 
conditions and their names wiil continue to be borne on their respective presidential lists, 
which will be maintained in the office of the Director-General, Indian Medical Service, 
until the last of those upon the present establishments is absorbed. 


3. All future appointments to this branch of the Indian Subordinate Medical Depart- 
ment will, however, be made on the general list for all purposes, including that of promo- 
tion, and in place of the present system under which three separate examinations are held 
for the selection of candidates for admission to the presidency colleges of Madras, Bombay 
and Calcutta respectively, only one competitive test will be instituted in future and that 
on the first Monday in February of each year. Convenient centres throughout India willbe 
fixed by the Director-General, Indian Medical Service, and the examination will be con- 
ducted under his direction with the assistance of the Educational Department. 


4. Candidates for this examination must be of European or Eurasian parentage, and 
between 16 and 18 years of age at the date of the examination, of sound kodily health and 
in the opinion of the Director-General, Indian Medical Service, suitable in all respects for 
admission tothe Indian Subcrdinate Medical Department, Accepted candidates will be 


allocated to the Medical Colleges at Madras, Bombay and Calcutta according to the number . 


of vacancies in each, but as far as possible the wishes of the candidates and the location of 
their former residence will be considered in apportioning them toa particular presidency 
college for professional training. 

5. The selected candidates will be admitted to college on the 15th of June in Calcutta 
and Bombay and on Ist of July at Madras and the following courses of study will be 
instituted in common in all the colleges: ;

In rule 1, Class 6, Ammunition Class, after the words “ Division 1 ccmprises ex- 
clusively—safety cartridges, safety {uzes for blasting” omit the words—“ Fuzes for shells, 
and tubes friction for guns, provided there be no more than five fuzes or 25 tubes in one 
package, and that the package be a hermetically sealed metal cylinder.” 


For rule 2 substitute the following, namely : 


«9, The following general rules shall be observed with respect to the packing of ex- 
plosives for conveyance : 


(1) Unless the context otherwise requires,— 


the expression “ outer package ” means a box, barrel, case or cylinder, of wood, 
metal or other solid material, of such strength, construction and character 
that it will not be broken or accidentally opened, nor become defective or 
insecure whilst being conveyed, and will not allow any explosive to escape ; 


the expression “ inner package means a substantial case, bag, canister or other 
receptacle, made and closed so as to prevent any explosive from escaping ; 


the expression “ authorized explosive” means exclusively an explosive included in 
a List of Authorized Explosives prepared by the Chief Inspector of Explo- 
sives with the Government of India, and published annually in the Gasette of 
/ndia, and in force for the time being ; 


the expression “ propellant ” means an authorized explosive of class 3, adapted and 


intended exclusively for use as a propelling charge in cannon or small arms ; 
and 

the expression ‘ special authority ” means a written authority granted by the Chief 
Inspector of Explosives, to which may be attached such conditions as may, in 
the opinion of the Chief Inspector of Explosives, be necessary to meet the 
special requirements of the case. , F 


(2) The interior of every package shall be free from grit and otherwise clean.

(3) It must, except as provided hereafter in Condition (5), contain only intelligence 
which is clearly intended for publication in the strict sense of the term. 


(4) It must be written in plain Zuglish so as to be’ intelligible to the transmitting 
offices, and must contain nothing of concealed meaning either in Code language or Cipher. 


(5) It may also be a telegram sent from, or to, the newspaper by its registered title 
(but not in the name of the editor, publisher, manager or any other person), to or from its 
correspondents, or employés on the subject of a telegram published, or to be published, or 
to an official of the Government Telegraph Department on matters of press business. 


(6) If a press telegram be addressed to the editor, publisher, manager, or aay other 
erson connected with the newspaper by name or designation, it is chargeable at the full 
niand rates [see Condition (2)]. 


| acon demanded, a copy of every newspaper in which a press telegram is 
aha - must be furnished to the Telegraph Office from which that press telegram was

(8) Long news messages must be broken up into separate parts, not exceeding 250 
words each, all of which must be numbered and each of which, except the last, must 
contain the words More to follow or (M.T.F). These words and the numbers should 
be written by the Sender in the space provided in the telegram form for Official 
Instructions. They will not be charged for. 

Example.—A long news message of 1,000 words would require at least four parts 
numbered, in the space set apart for Oficial /nstructions, first, seconds third and fourth 
and the first, second and third would also bear the words More to follow or (M. T. F.)

“ The pages of each press telegram must be numbered consecutively at the right hand 
top corner, and the name of the Sender should be written at the top of each page. Each 
page should contain about 64 words, and the last word of each page should be repeated 
at thé top of the next. A long news message, if multiple, must have all the parts addressed 
to one set of addresses, 

NoTE.—Attention is specially directed to the necessity of writing as legibly as pos~ 
sible, and it is recommended that, whenever practicable, the copy should be written in ink, 
and notin pencil. 


(9) When a press message is addressed to more than one office, a sufficient number 
of copies of the text should, when practicable, be supplied to allow of its being telegraphed 
simultaneously to each office. Information as to the number of copies required can always 
nd obtained beforehand from the Telegraph Master of the office from which the news is to 

sent. 


(10) At least 8 hours’ previous notice should, when possible, be given of the intention.

there was any large improvement in the local surplus. In this Province, there was a large 
increase of 60 lakhs in the am ount realised at the Opium sales while the Customs Revenue 
increased by 26 lakhs ; smaller increases also took place in some of the other Principal 
Heads of Revenue and in the Postal Receipts, but these were countervalanced by. increased 
issves of funds to the Military Department to meet special expenditure, and to the Public 


— Works Department in’connection with thesputchase of certain branch railway lines. Burma 


was better-oft tothe extent of 63 lakhs owing chiefly to improvements in the Land and Cus- 
tors Revenue and to larger receipts on account of the new Rupee Loan and the Postal 
Department. Some increase also took place in the local surpluses in the Central Provinces, 
Punjab and’Assam, while on the other hand there was a small deterioration in Madras and 
the United Provinces, the net result being in each case made up of variations under a number 
of items. In India and Bombav, however, the net treasury transactions were worse than in 
the preceding yearby about 25 crores and a crore respectively. Inthe latter Province, 
the transactions connected with the new rupee coinage of the year produced a worseness 
of about 3 crores and there was a decrease of about 60 lakhs in the Land Revenue 
collections brought about by unfavourable agricultural prospects ; but at the same time 
Council Bill payments were about 60 lakhs less than in the previous year and there was an 
improvement of about two crores in the net receipts from non-civil Departmenis owing to 
an increase in Railway Revenue and a decrease in Military issues. In India, the payments 
on account of Council Bills and of the Military Department were more by 372 and 60 lakhs 
respectively while the repaymeut of the temporary Gwalior Loan obtained in the previous 
year caused a further deterioration of a crore ; but on the other hand the receipts on account 
of the new rupee Loan were more by 58 lakhs, the issue of Loans to Native States, etc., 
decreased by 37 lakhs, owing to small advances to the Kalka-Simla Railway and Coinage 
operations led to an increased treasury receipt of about 180 lakhs. 


16. Details of the Inter-Provincial remittances shows in the table under paragraph 12 
are given in Statement C annexed to this report. As compared with the previous year 
there was an increase in the total amount of each kind of remittance except actual move- 
ments of specie. This increase was due to the increased local surpluses in some of the 
Provinces, to larger remittances of trade balances between the Presidency towns, and to 

riodical transters, aggregating 165 lakhs, of the balance of the Gold Reserve Fund from 
alcutta to Bombay for shipment to London. The decrease under specie remittances was 
caused by smaller treasury remittances of withdrawn 1840 coirs.

20, The rupee remittances shown in column 3 of the above table were connected with 
the usual seasonal demands of coin in the various Provinces. The supply of 1,50 lakhs to 
Rangoon wes made in February to meet the requirements of the rice trade, ‘The United 
Provinces had to be supplied with 70 lakbs in April to finance the Opium Treasuries and 
the spring crops and with 25 lakhs in September to meet the coin demands in connection 
with the aitumn crops ; further remittances aggregating 80 lakhs were made to these 
Provinces in March 1995 in anticipation of the requirements of the next two months. The 
rupee demands in the Punjab were unusually heavy owing to bumper crops of wheat both 
in the autumn and in the spring, and the remittances to this al from. Calcutta, 
Bombay, Ajmer aud Allahabad and its agencies amounted to 3.38 lakhs.

23. In /ndia, the net amount transferred from the Reserve Treasury to the Bank of 
Bengal was 1,90 lakhs more than in the previous year, the increased help being required 
chiefly to meet larger Council Bill payments. The surplus accumulations at Ajmer and 
Sambhar amounted to 1,88 lakhs, of which 180 were withdrawn to Calcutta through the 
Currency Department, 2 lakhs in specie were supplied to Indore, and 6 lakhs were sent to 
Bombay in the shape of withdrawn and uncurrent coin. The Sambhar surplus consisted, 
as usual, almost entirely of currency notes, and 13 lakhs of specie had to be supplied to 
the Treasury from Ajmer. On the other hand, 75 lakhs of the Ajmer surplus consisted of 
whole rupees and the local Currency Chest was further fed by 47 lakhs from Indore. Against 
this total accumulation of 1,22 lakhs, remittances aggregating 1,18 lakhs, as shown in the 
table in paragraph 19, were made from time to time to Agra, Lahore, Delhi and Karachi. 
The Indore Treasury accumulated a surplus of 59 lakhs of whole rupees, of which 55 lakhs 
were received from the Indore Durbar for transfer to Calcutta and Bombay ; the surplus 
was withdrawn to Calcutta through the Currency Department and 47 lakhs of the whole 
rupees were eventually moved to the Ajmer Currency Chest, the remaining 12 lakhs being 
sent to De'hi. Sixty-one lakhs were transferred in aid of the treasury Seishese from the 
Currency Chests at Quetta, and its sub-treasuries against opposite payments at Calcutta, and 
to admit of this transfer, the chests themselves were replenished with 44 lakhs in notes and 
coin from Karachi. The Political treasury at Hyderabad required help to the extent of 23} 
lakhs, but this was given through the agency of the Bank of Bengal. The treasury © 
balance at Baghdad was deposited with the Ottoman Bank with effect from the 1st 
July 1904 and the transactions are now conducted in Turkish Currency. 


24. In the Central Provinces and Berar, the district surplus withdrawn to central 

treasuries amounted 92 lakhs. Of this, 57 lakhs represent the surplus of the outlying 

- Berar treasuries withdrawn to Akola and Amraoti for*transfer to Bombay through the agency 

of the Bank of Bombay, and it was found possible to withdraw 18 out of the 57 lakhs by the 

sale of supply bills at Akola on Bassim, Buldana and Yeotmal and at Amraoti on Ellichpur 
and Vedtinat 


__ 25. In Burma, the amount of treasury surplus withdrawn to Rangoon decreased by 44 
lakhs, chiefly in consequence of larger transfers of surplus funds to Calcutta direct through 
the agency of the Currency Department. ‘The supplies sent from Rangoon to the district 
treasuries were about the same as in the previous year. he transactions in local supply 
bills and telegraphic transfers increased from 89 to 1,'6 lakhs as a result of the increased

28. In the United Provinces, there was a large increase of 1,90 lakhs in the total 
volume of local remittances. The increase occurred mainly in the remittances made 
through the Currency Department and was due toa freer use of currency chests having 
been made for the concentration of treasury surpluses and the supply of help to deficit 
treasuries, Remittances of currency notes and by means of supply bills increased by 79 
and 17 lakhs respectively, and there was an increase} of 9 lakhs in the remittances of 
sovereigns owing to a further growth in the public demand. On the other hand, there was» 

a decrease of 65 lakhs in the remittances of whole rupees. 

29. In the Punjab, the movement .of funds within the province increased by 1,70 
lakhs. In this province also, there was a very large increase of 1,10 lakhs in the amount 
of the remittances made through the Currency Department, while the remittances of cur- 
rency notes increased by 51 lakhs. There was also a substantial increase of 50 lakhs in 
remittances by means of supply bills, chiefly in consequence of bills for large amounts 
having been issued on the Lyalipur and Gujranwalla treasuries to meet the trade demands.

They are subjectto any 
alterations that may be determined on. 

2. Candidates must be natural-born subjects of His Majesty, of European or East Indian 
descent, between 21 and 28 years of age at the date of the examination, of sound bodily 
health, and, in the opinion of the Secretary of State for India in Council, in all respects 
suitable to hold commissions in the Indian Medical Service. They may be married or 
unmarried. They must possess, under the Medical Acts in force at the time of their 
appointment, a registrable qualification to practise both medicine and surgery in Great 
Britain and Ireland, 


[N. B.—Jn the case of Natives of «India it will be re for a Candidate to 
obtain a certificate of age and nationality issued under G. G. O. No. 477, dated 22nd 
May 1903, Military (Medical) Department, and signed, should he bea resident in British 
India, by the Secretary to Government of the Province, or the Commissioner of the 
Division within which his family resides, or, should he residein a Native State, by the 
highest Political Officer accredited to the State in which his family resides.]
